No one, it is 
said by the Deputy Sheriff, who was 
present at the Coroner’s inquest, 
witnessed the shooting; and ‘fom- 
mie started on the examination before 
the Coroner, that he shot Murray in 
self-defence.

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
Revortr,—Ot the crops for August, of 
which we have published a summa- 
ry, shows that we are not so badly off 
afterall, The imaginative newspa- 
per reports of the West and the spec- 
ulators have done the best they could 
this season to ruin the crops—the el- 
ements, between a cold late spring, 
a subsequent drouth and storm and 
flood during the Summer, giving 
ample opportunity for this. At least 
a dozen times this year the growing 
crops bave been on the point of anni- 
hilation. The succession of misfor- 
tuues from the weather, which were 
ably reinforced by the grasshopper, 
potato bug, clinch bug and army 
worm, whilst among them all clat- 
tered an occasional hail storm, have 
contributed in turn te make the far- 
mer miserable. Dut it seems at last 
that his precious crops, except in 
some isolated instances, have survi- 
ved all these perils, though they still 
have to undergo an ordeal of frosts, 
of which careful observers at 
outlying posts are already 

ing theadvance guard. The Agri- 
cultural Report shows very good 
corn, potatoes and tobacco, and 
whilst its anneuncement about 
wheat isuncertain, the unerring in- 
dication ofa halt in the advancing 
prices of wheat demonstrates that 
the crop is after all not in so bada 
condition. The lesson taught by this 
seasou shows plainly that we cannot 
be too cautious in accepting rumors 
of great damage to crops. The peach 
crop, Which was reported as almost 
annihilated by the-cold spring weath- 
er when the trees were in blossom, 
has turned out the most plentiful 
crop ever produced, and the same 
may probably be the case with the 
rumor-ruined tobacco. It is so easy 
to exaggerate calamities that almost 
every one falls into the habit, and 
this may be the cause of much of the 
magnified crop-injury reports that 
find their way into the newspapers, 
The country, happily, is much better 
off in respect tolts crops than any- 
one expected a short time ago, and 
this will give an alleviation from the 
business stagnation that has pressed 
sou heavily. 

To MAKE OLD Horses APPEAR 
W eLL.—The horse ts often prevented 
from throwing his weight into the 
collar by a tight check-rein—a_ use- 
less and painful encumberance, in- 
troduced by vanity, and retained by 
thoughtlessness amounting to cruel- 
ty. Ask horse-keepers why they use 
it, and bardly any two of them will 
give the same answer, though it is 
supposed by them to be a great safe- 
guard against stumbling. The real 
object with which it was introduced 
was tomake every horse to which}t 
was applied, however weak or old or 
poor, assume the lofty carriage of the 
thorough-bred horse; and the tos- 
sing of the head, the foaming at the 
mouth, and the restless agitation of 
the body (mute, but expressive signs 
of pain and sulfering) came, in a lit- 
tle while, not only to be disregarded, 
but even looked at with approbation. 
fortunately, this vitiated taste is rap- 
idly going out of fashion as better in- 
formation is diffused. Few of the 
Loudon cab-drivers use check-reins, 
knowing them to be_ inconsistent 
with proper work; and when one is 
observed, it will invariably be found 
to be on some poor animal whose 
wearied and haggard appearance is 
attempted to be disguised by this im- 
plement of torture.— English Paper.

Brutal Attempt to Kill a Wife by 
Starving Her to Death. 


A very mysterious case has just 
come tolightin the town of Boon- 
ton, N. J., which, itis asserted, ex- 
hibits one of the most brutal’ and 
fiendish cases of barbarity that hr« 
occurred for years inthe vicinity of 
New York. It appears that one 
Philip Cook, a carpenter by trade. 
residing in the above piace, has for 
a loug time lived on unhappy terms 
with his wife. Itis moreover alleged 
that of late he has been on terms of 
improper intimacy with another 
woman, and he sought to get clear 
of his wife by starving her to death. 
To accomplish a he is al- 
leged to have lock her up in an 
upperroom in the building, occu- 
pied as the family residence, and has 
there kept her confined for av 
three weeks. Cook has three chil- 
dren, and the sudden disappearance 
of the mother led several of the neigh- 
bors to inquire as to her whereabouts. 
The children finally told them that 
their mother was kept locked up in 
a room by their father. Cook was 
then asked as to the whereabouts of 
his wife, when he stated that she was 
sick. This did not satisfy some of the 
citizens, so on Thursday evening 
about twenty of them forced their 
way into Cook’s house, and, to their 
great astonishment, found Mre. Cook 
1ying iv an insensible condition on a 
bare floor. They removed her to an 
adjoining room and sent fora physi- 
cian, but as yet she bas been in such 
a condition that but little hopes are 
entertained for her recovery. She 
has been unable to make a clear 
statement of the brutal treatment she 
has received. Cook has, therefore, 
been arrested and committed to the 
county jail, without bail, to await 
the recovery or death of his wife. 

Again the old cry is raised that 
Spain is preparing tusend ten thous- 
and veteran troops to Cuba, but from 
all accounts the patriots do not pay 
the slightest regard to the threat. 
The fact is ‘‘that short work has been

‘Stirling, Ahrens & Co. have been 
obliged to suspend payment on ae-

on, Who acts as Col. Baker's private 
servaut,) has what books and news- 
pap-rs he likes, writes and iecieves 
ieiters subject to inspection, aud may 
see his friends between nine in the 
mprning and six in the evening. 

The same correspondent gives the 
A rmy and Navy Gazette as authority 
for the statement that Col. Baker, 
immediately upon his conviction, 
had sent in his resignation, and that 
this resignation had been accepted. 
This meant that a man convicted 
ofan infamous crime, and a pecue 
liarly cowardly one, was allowed by 
tie military authorities to retire from 
the army exactly as any officer might 
retire. Ancther paragraph affrmed 
that the only question the war office 
had to settle was whether Colonel! 
Baker should be allowed to the value 
cf his commission, some 325,000, or 
whether, by refusing it. a ‘‘crushing 
fine’? should be levied on him in 
addition to the sentence of the court. 
Finally after ten days delay, it was 
unofficially announced that the war 
office has arrived at a decision that 
Colonel Baker will be ailowed to re- 
tire, but will not be allowed the 
value of his commissions. In defense 
of this amazing resolution it is urged

‘The effect on the 
mining stock cannot be estimated 
as all business in that line will be 
suspended. Ralston quoted: “I tell 
you this failure is the result of per- 
sistent effort for months to break this 
bank.”’ 

LATER.—The Directors applied to 
Flood & Obrien on the day of the 
failure for relief, offering that firm 
the entire paid up stock of the bank, 
five millions; alsoa million anda 
half in the bank and an additional 
million to be assessed on the stock- 
holders ; in all seven and a half mil- 
lions, provided Flood & Obrien would 
assume the liabilities of the bank. 
The proposition was rejected and the 
bank was compelled to suspend. No 
doubt the liabilities of the bank are 
fourteen millions, and — assets 
seven millions, which will prob- 
ably shrink before realized. The 
true condition of the bank was con- 
cealed from the directors till Thurs- 
day. At a full meeting directors 
yesterday Ralston entered one asked 
te resign, which he did. He was 
ordered to leave the room. Tle 
Board was still in session when the 
drowning of Ralston was announced, 
The stockholders will lose theirstock, 
and to meet the liabilities wil! be 
compelled to stand an assessment 
of tifty per cent.
